(i) to explore and suggest new sources of Revenue, both direct or indirect not so far tapped by the 

State Government ; 
( ii) to review.the income from the existing sources and to suggest ways and means for its augmenta . 

tion ; 
(iii) to examine the State liabilities and expenditure with a view to secure economy, wherever possible , 

without impairing the efficiency of the Administration ; and 
(iv ) to explore and suggest other administrative measures incidental to (i) to ( iii ) above, which may 

help to accelerate the pace of development of State economy. 
3. The term of this Committee will be one year from the date of issue of this notification , tut the 
Governmentmay, by express order, extend the period or dissolve or reconstitute the Committee at an earlier date . 
The Committee will submt its preliminary report by 31st January , 1969 to enable the Government to decide 
taxation measures for the next financial year. 

4. The Committee willmeet at least once every three months. If the Chairman is not present, one of 
non -officialmembers as may bemutually agreed upon by the members present,may fuction as Chairman , 

5. Three members present will form the quorum of the meeting . 
6. The headquarters of the Committee will be at Chandigarh . 
7. The members of the Committee will draw travelling allowance and daily/halting allowance as under : 
(a) The Legislators in their ex- officio capacity under the Punjab Legislative Assembly ( Allowances of 

Members) Act, 1942 and the rules made thereunder as in force or as may be amended here 
after . 
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(6 ) Non - official 

members other than M.L.A s will draw one 1st Class Railway fare plus incidental 
allowances and road mileage as admissible to a 1st grade Government employee drawing a 
pay of Rs 1,000 and Rs 9.00 / 11.25,13.50 in plains/Hills /Special hill tracks .as daily allowance . 
The other conditions laid down in Punjab T.A. Rules for Government employees will also apply 

to journeys performed by non -official members except where otherwise provided . 
(c) The Travelling Allowance for attending the meetings of the Committee willbe allowed to themembers 

from the permanent place of residenceto the place ofmeeting. If, however, the member attends 
a meeting from a place other than a place of his permanent residence, T. A. will be allowed 
to him either from the place of his residence from where he attends the meeting whichever is 
less, 


(d ) The T A.and D.A.will be admissible to non -official members (other than M.L.As.) on the produc 

tion of a certificate to the effect that no T.A. in respect of the journey or D.A. for the period 
mentioned in the bill hasbeen or will be claimed by him from any other official source . 


(e) The Secretary, Haryana Vidhan Sabha , will be the Controlling Officer for the purpose of counter 

signing the travelling allowance and halting allowance bills of the M.L.As of the Committee 
The Chief Secretary to Government, Haryana , will be Controlling Officer for countersigning 
the T.A. bills of the non- official members other than M.L.As. 


8. The expenditure on account of T.A. Bills of themembers of the Legislature and non - officialmembers 
other than M.L.As. will be debited to the budget grant under the head " 19_General Administration - C Secre 
tariat and attached offices ( L )/ Civil Secretariat - Travelling Allowance " .
